P. D. & CO., Recently the Journal 
A. M. A. AND of the American Med- 
C. M. S. ical Association made 

an attack upon the 
phylacogens as prepared and marketed 
by Parke, Davis & Co. Now the Cali- 
fornia State Journal of Medicine, which 
is the official organ of the California 


State Medical Society, comes out with a 


series of editorials reiterative of the 
criticisms in the Journ. A. M. A. We 
are a firm believer in criticism, and we 
indulge in this mode of setting things 


right ourselves, but we are most em- 


phatically opposed to criticisms which 


are clearly biased and which do not ring 


true. If the editors of the two journals © 
are satisfied that there is something 
wrong and defective in the manner in 
which P. D. & Co. handle phylacogens, 
they should state their objections in 
clear scientific language, instead of call- 
ing the firm all manner of names, 


among which “patent medicine faker”’ is 


the mildest. Without going into the 
merits of the case we feel that the above 
editors, men of unquestioned ability, 
must grant that the firm whom they 
have attacked, enjoys as excellent a 
reputation as the associations which they 
represent. This, so it seems to our 
humble mind, should have made them 
more just in their statements. | 

If phylacogens are doing more harm) 
than good, then they should by all 
means be taken off the market. If they 
do more good than harm, then they 
have a right to exist. If the two edi- 
tors have evidence which proves that 
phylacogens are a danger and a menace, 
then said editors should produce such 
evidence, in order that the physicians 
and pharmacists may know. If these 
gentlemen can prove their case, and if 
in the face of such proof the firm of 
Parke, Davis & Co. should still continue 
to market this preparation, then said 
firm would be guilty of a most damna- 
ble act and which would promptly gain 
them the opprobrium of everyone and 
they would be promptly forced out of 
business. Let the two editors make 
good their charges, or like gentlemen. 
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admit that they were in the wrong and 
apologize to Parke, Davis & Co.

COLLEGES OF There are some 
PHARMACY AND eighty or more 
PHARMACEUTI- colleges of phar- 
CAL EDUCATION macy in the Uni- 
| ted States, and of 
this number thirty-eight hold member- 
ship in the American Conference of 
Pharmaceutical Faculties. Assuming 
that those colleges which hold member- 
ship in this Conference, in a measure, 
represent the pick of the entire list, let 
us give the elect a little attention. Upon 
comparing the catalogues and announce- 
ments issued by these colleges from 
time to time, it becomes evident that 
there is no uniformity in instruction, in 
equipment or in the qualifications of the 
teaching staff. There is not a single 
curriculum of studies that could be in- 
troduced in all of these colleges, sim- 
ply because of the great difference in 
equipment and qualifications of the in- 
structors. There is furthermore no 
agreement as to how and when certain 
subjects should be taught. In simple 
words, the entire subject of college of 
pharmacy instruction is one mass of 
confusion and misunderstanding. The 
matter is not likely of immediate har- 
monious adjustment. Before anything 
of any consequence can be accom- 


plished, pharmaceutical education must | 


be more appreciated than it is at pres- 
ent. It is true, that in this regard, 


there is a change in public sentiment. 


It is generally conceded that a man in 
order to be qualified to dispense medi- 
cines properly, must have more than 
the ordinary education. To such an 
extent has this sentiment influenced the 


public mind that a number of States 


have made college graduation a neces- 
sary requisite to the practice of phar- 
macy. It is interesting to note in this 
regard that the bitterest and most un- 
reasonable opposition to this advance in 
pharmaceutical education ‘often comes 
from those who should be its strongest 


advocates, as teachers in colleges of phar- 
macy, editors of pharmaceutical journals 
and members of Boards of Pharmacy. 
Other pharmaceutical educators have not 
come out openly and strong in favor of — 
the graduation prerequisite simply be- 
cause they are afraid that their motives 
would be construed as selfish. This is 


a most absurd notion. An educator con- 


nected with a college of pharmacy who 
hesitates to espouse the cause of higher 
education, in pharmacy as well as in 
other branches of learning, has no right 
to his position. He should resign and 
enter into some other occupation, where 
less backbone is required and which de- 
mands less exposition of conscience in 
the open. It is a very severe strain for 
most men to take a definite stand when 
questions of public opinion arise. Most 
men prefer to remain peacefully non- 
committal, and jog along with the ma- 
jority. Such an attitude is despicable 
and cowardly. It leaves the heavy work 
of progress for the few who have opin- 
ions and convictions as well as the cour- 
age of their convictions. 


All men in public positions, as all 
educators are, should not only be mas- 
ters in their subjects and be able to in- 
terpret and teach their special branches, 
but they should also be advance work- 
ers, doing their utmost to advance edu- 
cation. Just as soon as we get men of 
that type installed in our colleges of 
pharmacy, just that soon will we have 
a marked advance in pharmaceutical 
education. As to what a single insti- 
tution may do in this regard, we may 
refer to the New York College of 
Pharmacy, which by virtue of the posi- 
tion taken in regard to higher entrance 
requirements as well as to requirements 
for graduation, now holds first position 
among colleges of pharmacy. This at- 
titude of the New York college is due 
to the men connected with that institu- 
tion. They are men of courage and to 
them much credit is due for the present 
tendencies toward advance in pharmacy 
as a profession.

38 per cent. of the crude and pow- 
dered vegetable drugs were highly 
adulterated or below standard. This 
remarkably high percentage of adul- 
teration has been commented upon in 
the pages of this Journal and our read- 
ers have been appealed to for sugges- 
tions as to how the condition might 
be remedied. However, we do not re- 
call having received a single sugges- 
tion from anyone within the State. It 
would appear that the pharmacists are 
satisfied with things as they are, or it 
may be that they have nothing to sug- 
gest. This brings us to the next—

TION OF THE minister the 


STATE PURE California 
DRUGS ACT. Pure Drugs 
Act? This 


question has been discussed before. 
Concerning this we have had expres- 
sions of opinions. The good druggists 
of California seem to agree that the 
State Board of Pharmacy should ad- 
minister the pure drugs law. 

Two years ago there was a tacit 
understanding between the California 
State Board of Health and certain pro- 
gressive pharmacists of the State, that 
the administration of the State Pure 
Drugs Act should remain with the 
Board of Health until such time when 
the pharmacists of the State ‘shotild 


bring about the appointment of a 
Board of Pharmacy which would be 
fully qualified to administer the pure 
drugs act, in which event the Board 
of Health would raise no objection to 
placing the pure drugs work with the 


Board of Pharmacy. 


The progressive pharmacists of the 
State are now trying to bring influ- 
ence to bear upon Governor Johnson 
to appoint (in July) seven-new. Board 
members, men who stand for progres- 
sive pharmacy in every way. These 
men, if appointed, should enforce the 
Pure Drugs Act. A properly quali- 
fied Board of Pharmacy would see to 
it that the law. would be enforced for 
the better protection of the public as 
well as the honest and competent 
pharmacists. This is what we need 
and what we hope to bring about. It 
is true, there are those who are Op- 
posed to the enforcement of the Drugs 


Act, apparently without any plausible 
reason for such opposition. Not only 
do the actual offenders raise opposi- 
tion but also many honest pharma- 
cists. That the guilty ones should 
“worry” we can understand, they have 
good cause for worry, but why honest 
retail and wholesale dealers should op- 
pose the strict enforcement of the law 
is incomprehensible. If the pharma- 
cists understood the situation they 
would at once form organizations for 
the purpose of assisting in the enforce- 
ment of the law, for by so doing they 
would improve as well as increase 
their business by a large per cent. 
The existence of the Pure Drugs 
Acts, national and State, is history, 
likewise the preliminary public educa- 
tion thereto. The time to enforce 
them is long overdue. We hope that 


the druggists of the State will get to- 


gether and see to it that the spirit of 
the Pure Drugs Act is enforced.

THE UNITED STATES QUARANTINE 
SERVICE AT SAN FRANCISCO. 
By Carlile Laughlin, 13. 
The following report is based upon 
a recent visit to the United States 
Quarantine and Immigration Stations 
at San Francisco, by the graduating 
class of the California College of 
Pharmacy. This is one of several 
visits under the direction of the De- 
partment of Pharmacognosy and 
Bacteriology made to places of special 
interest to students of Pharmacy. Much 
credit must be given to the several Uni- 
ted States Government Departments 
for the efforts made to instruct and 
enlighten the public as to the methods 
employed to safeguard the public 
health and as to the workings of the 
government machinery in general. 


I. The Quarantine Station. 


The students in charge of Dr. Al- 
bert Schneider went to Meighs wharf 
where they were received on board 
the quarantine tug Argonaut and pro- 
ceeded to Angel Island where the 
San Francisco quarantine station is 
located. 

While crossing the bay Dr. Wat- 


kins, assistant surgeon, gave an in- 


teresting talk on the quarantine serv- 
ice in which he explained the methods 
of examination of both ship and pass- 
engers, the procedure being as fol- 
lows: 

A ship departing from a foreign 
port must have a proper bill of health. 
This. is certified to by the examining 
physician at the port of departure who, 
together with the ship’s physician, 
makes the examination of health con- 
ditions of all passengers and crew. 
The same procedure is carried out at 


each port entered. ‘This examination © 


is carefully made, as failure on the 
part of the company to live up to the 
quarantine regulations places it liable 
to a fine. Entering vessels, Dr. Wat- 
kins explained, are approached on 


and 


their entrance to San Francisco har- 


bor and boarded by the quarantine 
officers. The ship’s log is inspected 
inquiry made concerning the 
health conditions and deaths, if any, 
during the voyage. The passengers 
and crew are then examined. They 
are formed in line, about six feet 
apart, and walk slowly toward the 
inspecting officer who judges by the 
general appearance, facial expression 
and other characters of the presence 
of disease. Special attention is given 
to the hands, wrists and forehead as 
here the first signs of smallpox are 
manifest. These men are very expert 
and are able to detect symptoms of 
disease readily. The knowledge of 
health conditions at ports entered by 
the vessel is an important guide to the 
surgeon as to what diseases to look 
for. Should there be especial doubt 
in the mind of the physician during 
this hasty inspection, the passenger is 
detained for a more rigid examination. 
The ship’s officers are required to give 
account of all passengers listed by the 
company. Should the officer be satis- 
fied that a quarantinable disease is not 
present the ship is given a clean bill 
of health, signed by the inspecting 
officer, and: is then allowed entrance 


to the port to discharge passengers 
and cargo. 


Should, however, the quarantine of- 


ficer find a case of quarantinable disease 


on board, the ship is at once ordered 
into quarantine with a view to iso- 
lating the case and also to prevent 
the entrance and spreading of the dis- 
ease within the United States. The 
quarantinable diseases are small-pox, 
plague, leprosy, cholera, yellow fever, 
and typhus fever. Plague and cholera 
are the two diseases of special impor- 
tance to the port of San Francisco as 
this is the most likely point of entry 


of these highly contagious and in- 


fectious diseases. The San Francisco 
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station is, in fact, the most important 
in the United States because upon it 
depends the exclusion from our coun- 
try of those highly contagious diseases 
so prevalent in the Orient. 


When quarantined the vessels are 
brought into the quarantine zone, 
which is an area in San Francisco bay 
near the station reserved for this pur- 
pose. ‘The quarantine station is sit- 


uated in a sheltered cove on the north- 


ern side of Angel Island. Here the 
party was met by Dr. Glover, the of- 
ficer in charge, who proceeded to 
show them through the station in the 
same order as a quarantined ship’s 
crew would be taken through, explain- 
ing as he went along, as already 
stated. The ship is placed within the 
quarantine zone and the passengers 
brought ashore, to the station, in 
eroups of about forty or fifty to be 
disinfected and to receive prophylactic 
treatment. It might be said here, that 
during quarantine the same distinction 
between steerage, crew, and cabin 
passengers prevail as on board the 
vessel. 


The crew and steerage passengers 
are conducted into a small room where 
all clothing and personal effects are 
removed and placed in numbered wire 
baskets. Passing from this room 
through two hallways they are re- 
quired to go under showers, placed 
at intervals along the passage ways. 


‘These sprays are so arranged that a 


thorough shower bath is given to all. 
After the bath they are loaned a two- 
piece suit, serving as temporary cloth- 
ing, and pass to another apartment to 
await their own wearing apparel. 
Meanwhile the baskets containing 
the clothing are placed on small cars 
on rails. These are then run into the 
disinfecting chambers. These giant 
Kinyoun-Francis disinfectors, three in 
number, are huge double walled 
cylinders seven feet in diameter and 
thirty feet long. After the cars are 
in the chambers the doors are closed 
and clamped. Steam is then allowed 
entrance to the outer jacket of this 
auto-clave and after heating the in- 


ner compartments, sufficiently to pre- 


‘vent precipitation of moisture, live 


steam is introduced directly into the 
inner chamber. The clothing is al- 
lowed to remain thirty minutes sub- 
jected to a heat of 240° F., thus in- 
suring complete disinfection. The 
wearing apparel is then returned to 
the owners, in exchange for the suits 
loaned. Certain materials as leather 


and rubber, etc., which would. be 


ruined by steam, are disinfected in 
formaldehyde vapor. In using this 
method the gas is obtained from 
“formalin” under a pressure of forty- 
five pounds. <A _ partial vacuum of 


fifteen inches is produced in the cham- 


ber. They are then properly heated 
and the gas allowed to enter. The 
gas is retained in the chamber for one 
hour. 


The cabin passengers are allowed 
individual baths. Their clothing and 
other belongings, however, is sub- 
jected to the same disinfection as for 
steerage passengers. 


The sleeping quarters of the passen- 
gers are also apart. Berths in a large 
room, fitted four or five side by side 
and three high accommodate the 
steerage and crew, the accommoda- 
tion of second-class passengers being 
single iron beds furnished with bed- 
ding. The cabin passengers are given 
rooms with private bath. Two ladies 
or two gentlemen are assigned to each 
room. The assignment is made by 
the ship’s purser, thus insuring the 
Same conditions as on the vessel dur- 
ing the voyage. The sleeping berths 
are arranged as on the ship—one 
above the other. Dr. Glover explained 
that the dining hall was often used 
for dancing and various other amuse- 
ments during quarantine. Ball, tennis 


and other games are played in the 


open. Improvements are now being 
made that will make the lower class 
passengers more comfortable. Dr. 
Glover also expressed regret that they 
were compelled to confine the steer- 
age and crew to such limited quar- 
ters. 


The patients are isolated in small 
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buildings remote from all others and 
here also the attending physicians and 
nurses live. They are not permitted 
to leave these quarters while attend- 
ing the patients. 

The passengers are first examined 
immediately after bathing and subse- 
quently every morning and evening, 
for the appearance of new cases. 
Should there be no occurrence of the 
illness for which they are in quaran- 
tine, after the incubation period has 
passed, the crew and passengers are 
dismissed from quarantine. The pa- 
tients are required to remain until 
recovered. 


The ship, as soon as passengers and 
crew have been removed, is thorough- 
ly fumigated’ and disinfected. After 
this is completed a “clean” crew (i. e. 
one not exposed to the disease for 
which the vessel is quarantined) is 
brought from the city and the vessel 
is allowed to proceed to the wharf 
and discharge her cargo. Generally 
speaking the treatment as above out- 
lined, is completed in two days, de- 
pending upon the nature of the cargo. 
Sometimes it is found necessary to 
partially unload the vessel and a so- 
called “fractional” disinfection is 
made. In the latter case after re- 
moval of each layer of cargo, for- 
maldehyde gas is generated in the 
hold of the vessel, or burning sulphur 
may be used. Should the hold con- 
tain some combustible material, such 
as oil, the sulphur fumes are gener- 
ated outside the ship in a special 


generator and the fumes conducted 


into the hold through pipes. Ordi- 
narily iron pails are partially filled 
with sulphur, a little alcohol poured 
on, and a sufficient number of these 
pails being distributed, ignited and 
allowed to burn out. After twenty- 
four hours the hold is opened and aired 
and the dead rats and other. animals 
killed by the sulphur fumes, are re- 
moved. Rats are a great menace to 
shipping and it is very. desirable to 
fumigate the holds occasionally in 
order to destroy these pests. 


Food and amusement are furnished 
by the navigation company. Medical 
attendance and fuel by the Govern- 
ment. The steamship company usual- 
ly has a clause in its contract with the 
passenger, which provides that in case 
of quarantine, the passenger must re- 
imburse the steamship company by 
the payment of a certain amount for 
each day in quarantine. : 
Those present were interested in 
the conditions of pharmacy as they 
were found here. Mr. Troxler, phar- 
macist, exhibited his laboratory and 
explained his duties as assistant in 
quarantine work as well as in dis- 
pensing, and mentioned how widely 
his work differed from that of the 
retail clerk. The duties of the phar- 
macist in,the public health service are 
many and varied. In addition to the 
strictly professional part, he oversees 
generally the work of attendants at 
the station, conducts correspondence, 
keeps records, is responsible more or 
less for the safe keeping of public 
property and is in general the execu- 
tive officer of the station. 


II. The Immigrant Station. 


From the quarantine station the 
party was conducted in a Government 
launch to the immigrant station on 
the eastern side of the island, about 
half a mile from the quarantine sta- 
tion. 

The buildings located here, together 
with their surroundings are on a 
larger scale than were those of the 
quarantine service. A greater part of 


the visit was spent at the hospital 


located here. 

The Government officials at this 
station decide who are, and who are 
not, to be allowed entrance into the. 
United States; at the same time in- 
quiries are made concerning the health 
of all aliens aboard ship, thus check- 
ing spread of possible infection from 
disease not classified as quarantinable. 
During this investigation deformity, 
deportable diseases (so called loath- 
some diseases as tuberculosis, syphilis, 
leprosy, etc.) and senility are care- 
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fully searched for and the _ unfortu- 
nates are required to return to their 


native countries if thus afflicted. In 


the case of senility, however, excep- 
tion is made provided the party has 
sufficient means to prevent his becom- 
ing a public charge. It was stated 
that over 80% of the inmates of public 
charitable institutions are of foreign 
birth; this then, showing the impor- 
tance of the service and the necessity 
of careful investigation. 


All aliens—especially Hindoos, Chi- 
nese and Japanese—are examined for 
hook worm, trachoma and other infec- 
tious and contagious diseases, the two 
first named being the more prevalent. 
When would-be emigrants are found 
to be infected they are required to 
undergo treatment, or return to their 
native countries. The former condi- 
tion is applicable only to those who 
bear a statement of good health cer- 
tified by a physician at their port of 
departure. 

Owing to the publicity given the 
hook worm, the students were much 
interested and it was explained in 
considerable detail. 


All aliens are given a number, thus 
avoiding any chance of partiality in 
examination. The patient is then 
given a treatment outlined much as 
follows: | 

The evidence of uncinariasis or 
hook worm is based upon the finding, 
in the feces, of the larvae or so-called 
eggs of the worm. A sample of the 
feces is sent to the laboratory where 


an attendant mixes the material with 


water and centrifugalizes it for a few 
seconds, whereupon it is examined 
under a medium power microscope for 
the larvae. Sometimes two or three 
and even more examinations are nec- 
essary before the findings are consid- 
ered conclusive, | 

The following is an outline of ‘the 
routine of. treatment as carried out at 
the San Francisco Immigration sta- 
tion, the information being given 


through the courtesy of Dr. Billings, 


in charge:

Last year 1,352 cases were treated 
at the “Angel Island” Hospital, the 
average time for treatment _ being 
twelve days; the longest period re- 
corded for any single case being seven 
weeks. | 

Patients bearing “health certificates” 
are treated in the hospital, if required. 
The Government placing them at a 
nominal expense of $1.25 for each 
day detained at the hospital, it being 
found to be an approximate cost of 
treatment. 

Dr. Glover noticed that upon ad- 
ministration of thymol if all the hook 
worms were not destroyed, they were 
so poisoned that the laying of eggs 
was suspended until the third or 
fourth day following, this causing the 
symptoms to reappear after apparent 
cure. 
casional cases, Dr. Glover believes, 
are not generally aware of this which 
explains why they often are apparent- 
ly unsuccessful in the treatment. 

The pharmaceutical work here is 
chiefly that of assisting in hospital 
work and dispensing such prepara- 
tions as are required by the patients. 

Stock preparations are purchased 
from pharmaceutical houses. 

The students were also. taken 
through the “detention sheds.” Here 
the immigrants are held—different 
races being kept apart as far as is 
possible—until officers of the service 
“may pass upon them.” | 

Although this department of the 
service is of very great importance

and covers a large field, only that of 


pharmaceutical interest is given here. 


The greatest courtesy was shown 
the visitors by the officers and all 
questions were cheerfully answered. 
The party returned by steamer “Angel 
Island” to San Francisco.

THE IMPORTANCE OF INSPECTION 
AND STANDARDS FOR MEDI- 
CINAL SUBSTANCES.* 

By Prof. L. E. Sayre. 

It has been with no little timidity that 
the writer has accepted the complimen- 
tary invitation of your Secretary to 
present a paper on “Standardization,” 
partly because there is apparently exist- 
ing differences of opinion concerning 
certain phases of the subject as viewed 
from the standpoint of the physician 
and from that of the pharmacist. _ 

Standardization of medicinal agents 
touches acutely the interests of the 
pharmacist and the physician. Neither 
can afford to neglect the opportunities 
offered by it to his respective calling. 
Both professions may profit by the 
proper enforcement and by the broad 
application of the principles involved in 
the law relating to it. 

It has frequently been stated that 
unless all the sources of supply of rem- 
edial agents (clear to the consumer) be 
guarded, our Food and Drug law be- 
comes more or less ineffective. If 
there are any avenues left open for the 
exploitation of sub-standard material 
there are those found ever ready to 


enter them and to supply this material 


at all prices and in’any quantity. It is 
unnecessary to repeat that the reputable 
houses are too upright and honorable 
to stoop to the practice of even care- - 
lessly standardizing their products or 
that they would yield to the tempta- 
tion of supplying two grades,—one 
grade for localities subject to inspection 
and the other for other localities which 
are not frequented by inspectors. It is 
also needless to repeat that réputable

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physicians in every possible way at 
their command secure for themselves 
remedial agents which would creditably 
pass the inspectors and would meet the 
requirements of the standards. Never- 
theless, the theory is tenable,—any loop- 
hole, however small, for the introduc- 
tion of sub-standard material furnishes 
an incentive for an evasion of the law, 
—such incentive will invite those, always 


ready, to take advantage:of it.. Experi- 


ence has shown this to be true. 


It has been stated, and I believe not 
without foundations, that there are 
some corners of the State of Kansas 
which furnish good fields for the ex- 
ploitation of inferior preparations. Other 


States, which have poor administration 


of the law applying to medicine, com- 
plain bitterly of the existing conditions, 
which illustrates the force of the re- 
mark that there are those ready to 
furnish medicine without reference to 
quality. | 
‘In the last Kansas legislature, there 
was an act passed which had for its 
object a broader application of the Food 
and Drugs law as applied to the sale of 
and to the dispensing of medicine. This 
act, amendatory of the old pharmacy 
law, after reciting numerous restrictions 
imposed upon the pharmacist as a dis- 
penser of drugs, states in Section 5: 
“Nothing hereinbefore contained in 
this act shall prohibit any practitioner 
of medicine from administering or sup- 
plying to his patients such articles as 
may be fit, proper and necessary, pro- 
vided drugs and medicines dispensed 


_ by him shall comply with the Kansas 


Food and Drugs law and be subject to 
inspection as provided in said law.” 


This act also provides that every one 
who dispenses from a stock of drugs 
shall be responsible for the quality of 
all drugs, chemicals and medicines he 
may sell or dispense. | 

Unfortunately, there is no provision 
in the law for the expense of such 
broad inspection of drugs and medi- 
cines except as funds may come to the 
Board of Pharmacy through its chan- 
nels of registration or as may come to 


it by contribution. There is no. pro- 
vision by which expenses of such exam- 
inations shall be assumed by the Board 
of Health. Therefore, in order to make 
this law of beneficial effect, it is in the 
hands of the physicians themselves to 
encourage and foster its execution for 
their own protection and welfare. When 
the bill was presented to the legislature, 
it was gratifying to state that it re- 
ceived the opposition of only those 
physicians who did not understand the 
purport of the bill itself. Unfortunate- 
ly, very little or no missionary work 
had been done among physicians to 
promote it because of the lack of funds 
to accomplish this.. However, some 
missionary work was done individually. 
Physicians and medical societies were 
consulted. For this service I am in- 
debted largely to Dr. Sippy of Kansas 
City, Kansas, who has made the state- 
ment that he never interviewed a single 
physician who, after proper explana- 
tion, did not agree that the proposed 
law was thoroughly equitable in every 
respect and that it possessed much 
merit. He further stated that the only 
ones in the medical profession who — 
raised an objection were those who had 
no comprehension of its good features. 


We have had opportunities of obtain- 
ing the sentiment and attitude of some 
who have been more or less seriously 
affected by the law and we have been 
extremely gratified to learn of their 
enthusiastic support of it. Further- 
more, physicians are just beginning to 
learn that the broad application of the 
principles of standardization is beneficial 
in many directions. Physicians are vol- 
untarily sending to the laboratory sam- 
ples of suspected material upon which 
they are asking for reports. Some of 
these examinations show adulteration,— 
others have shown that suspicions were 
unfounded,—that the medicinal agents 
suspected were true to standard. 


Standardization as applied to medicine 
had its beginning in this country as 
early as about 1854, when our importa- 
tions of drugs at the port of New York 
were first inspected. Since that time, 
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through the influence of both profes- 


sions, Pharmacy and Medicine, the ap- 


plication of its general principles: have 
developed a system which is so fos- 
tered .and popularized as to have a 
powerful controlling influence, amount- 
ing, through public sentiment, almost to 
compulsion in a very favorable direc- 
tion. The first application of standardi- 
zation was in the direction of the de- 
termination by qualitative and quantita- 


tive analysis of the amount of possible 


impurities in inorganic medicinal chemi- 
cals due to added adulterants, 
imperfect process which’: ‘failed to re- 
move natural adhering impurities, or to 
natural deterioration. Very clear, con- 
cise and accurate processes of analyses 
have been devised for the detection of 
these impurities and adulterations. 
During the days of the Empirics the 
properties of medicinal agents were so 
vaguely interwoven with superstition 
that the conception of definite propor- 
tion was almost inconceivable. Medical 
practice has not yet entirely divorced 
itself from superstition but it has 
reached a stage where drug-therapy is 
based upon quality of material and upon 
definite and accurate proportion of the 
active medicinal agent or constituent. 
Belladonna, for example, is active in 
proportion to the atropine and other 
alkaloidal constituents; opium in pro- 
portion to the morphine constituent: 
nux vomica in proportion to strychnine 
constituent, etc. Hence, there is’ a 
definite relation between disease and 
remedial agent of which the Empirics 
never dreamed. Pharmacology has made 
this relation still more emphatic. 


have shown, for example, that the re- 
lation of curine, obtained from curare; 
on methylization, yields a derivative 
which is 226 times as poisonous as the 
original substance,—that morphine by 
dehydration produces a systemic emetic 
of less poisonous character than the nar- 
cotic morphine. Pharmacology also 
lends its contribution to ‘the chemist 
when his skill is baffled in testing, by 
chemical means, 


to an

the physiological ac- 


tivity or toxicity of a given agent, as in 
the case of ergot, cannabis indica, dig- 
italis, strophanthus, etc. 

The effects of the co-operation of 
pharmacology and chemistry have been 


manifested recently in the standardiza- 


tion of remedial agents as such. The 
Council of Pharmacy and Chemistry of 
the American Medical Association in its 
last issue makes the following significant 
statement : 
it: is generally recognized by phy- 
sicians who have given attention to the 
matter that a considerable proportion 
of the articles in the Pharmacopoeia of 
the United States and in the National 
Formulary are worthless, irrational, ob- 
solete and superfluous. Repeated efforts 
have been made -to have at least the 
more objectionable of these articles elim- 
inated. These efforts, however, have 
uniformly encountered the obj ection 
that the articles or preparations are used 
by some physicians and should therefore 


be recognized and authoritatively de- 
fined.” 


This process of elimination, having 
once started on a thoroughly scientific 
basis, it is almost impossible to predict 
what its final result will be. Unques- 
tionably, there will be an arraignment 
of many of the popular remedial agents, 
—popular in the sense of their being 
commonly prescribed by physicians. 
This process of elimination, if we may 
be permitted to predict, will extend 
beyond what is known as the official and 
semi-official preparations into the do- 
main of nostrums and patent medi- 
cines. 

In reference to this subject of nos- 
trums and quack remedies, it may be 
stated that the reign of quacks has 
not ended with the Twentieth Century. 
The scepter is held with a firmer grasp 
and the empire has even a wider range. 
It is said that from 1880 to 1912 the 
number of proprietaries increased from 
4.194 to 38,813 and this increase was 
largely from 1900 to 1910. The pro- 
duction in 1904 was $117,000,000 and 
in 1909, $142,000,000. In 1911, it was 
$160,000,000, and this exclusive of pro- 
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prietaries made by co-operative compa- 


nies. This record is taken from the 
Canadian Pharmaceutical Journal, No- 
vember, 1912, from a report of the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Associa- 
tion of the United States, held in Octo- 
ber last, in Milwaukee. We do not 
propose to place the responsibility of 
this accumulation of good, bad and in- 
different remedial agents upon any class 
of persons, professional or wunprofes- 
sional. It is, however, in our opinion, 
true that we are all to a greater or less 
extent slaves of quackery in one shape 
or another. But the responsibility of 
checking fakes and frauds rests with the 
two professions, Pharmacy and Medi- 
cine. These two professions are now 
provided with the tools and the adminis- 
trative machinery for curbing, at least, 
this mischief and damage to the pub- 
lic welfare. The broad application of 
the principles of standardization is all 
that is necessary to accomplish this. It 
is very unfortunate that very little prog- 
ress has been made in the direction of 
standardizing what is known as patent 
medicines. Pharmacists are accused and, 
we think, unduly if not unfairly, of the 
exclusive exploitation of this class of 
agents. Relative to this perplexing and 
exceedingly annoying question we wish 
to quote the introductory paragraphs of 
an article which was published in the 
August number of the Journal of the 


American Pharmaceutical Association, 


which read as follows: 


“Like the gallant soldier who said in 
his letter, ‘I am writing this with my 
sword in one hand and my pistol in the 
other,’ so the modern pharmacist stands 
before the medical profession, with one 
hand full of proprietary cure-alls and 
with the other distributing literature 
advocating a return to rational pre- 
scribing and an increased use of official 
preparations. | 


“Without attempting to excuse him 
altogether, the writer feels that the 
charge so .frequently made that the 
druggist is attempting to work both 
ends from the middle is in large mea- 
sure unjust. Those who make it do 


not realize that the druggist’s apparent 


inconsistency is pressed upon him by 


force of circumstances in which ‘patent 
medicines represent his business neces- 
sities, while the propaganda for rational 
prescribing represents his aspirations for 
better things and his strivings for a 
more’ professional as well as a more 
profitable business.” 


We are sure of what we say, when 
we assert that the average pharmacist 
has an ambition for higher pharmacy 
and that he is striving against odds on 
the one hand to make an honest living 
and on the other to endeavor to elevate 
the tone of his profession. He craves 
the opportunity of using the skill and 
knowledge required of him by law and 
to him the tendency on the part of those 
in his vocation to introduce foreign 
sidelines is distasteful. We know. that 
he has a decided anxiety to improve 


the character of his vocation, his meth- 


ods of compounding, and to add to his 
usefulness to the physician. The public, 
as well as the medical profession, should 
be concerned, it seems to us, in the up- 
building of this vocation. Theoretically, 
the practice of pharmacy, as well as the 
practicé of medicine, is restricted by 
law to persons properly qualified. This 
is considered essential to the welfare of 
the community. The obligations which 
pharmacy takes upon itself as a custo- 


dian of medicines includes its donations 


to the science of the results of its in- 
vestigations; as well as the observance 
of. certain ethical rules. Carried to its 
logical conclusions it would seem’ that 
the public, in granting a license to phar- 
macists, pledges itself to protect the 
calling and expects as a return a cer- 
tain service which is partly included in 
the building up of the profession itself 
and in the efforts which it may put forth 
to guard the public against fraud. | 

Weare not here to defend any of 
the many ‘reprehensible practices of 
either one or the other professions and 
certainly not.as one loyal to pharmacy 
to go out of our way to bring to light 
those things which are obnoxious and 


vicious. We would prefer to point out 
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a way in which representative physi- 
cians and pharmacists might, on the 
higher planes, cooperate in circumscrib- 


ing, at least, the limits of the faker and — 


nostrum maker, if he must be considered 
as a necessary evil—an obligation jen- 
trusted to these professions. SETI: 
In the last Legislature, a bill was 
passed which related to live stock rem- 
edies, including all condimental foods, 
medicated stock foods, stock-food tonics, 
stock powders, condition ‘powders, con- 
ditioners, animal regulators, proprietary 
medicines, or any preparation of like 
nature in either solid or liquid: form, -de- 
signed for any animal except man, and 
administered internally for their .stimu- 
lating, invigorating, curative or other 
powers. This law requires that any 
importer, jobber, firm, association, cor- 
poration or person: who shall sell, offer 
or expose for sale or distribute in Kan- 
sas any live stock remedy, shall file for 
registration with the Director of the 
Agricultural Experiment of the Kansas 
Agricultural College a statement that he 
desires to offer such a remedy for sale 
in this State. Also a certificate, the ex- 
ecution of which shall be sworn to be- 
fore a notary public, or other. proper 
official, stating: First, name and princi- 
pal address of manufacturer or person 
responsible for placing such live stock 
remedy on the market; second, -the 
name, brand, or trade mark under which 
the remedy is to be sold; third, the 
minimum net contents of the package, 
lot, or parcel of such live stock remedy, 
and fourth, the English name of -each 
ingredient used in the manufacture of 


remedy registered, and it is further pro-— 


vided that when any of the substances 
are of an especially active or poisonous 
character, ‘such as opium, belladonna, 
nux vomica, ergot, strophanthus, etc., 
such ingredients must be stated on the 
certificate; also that when such: sub- 
stances as: common salt, charcoal, sul-+ 
phur, earth, elevator dust, etc.; are used 
as filler, the maximum percentage shall 
be stated. | | 
_. This act, thus recently passed,.is very 
significant and it leads to: the reitera- 


tion of the statement frequently made 
that we are more careful of the pro- 
tection of the lower animals than we are 
of the protection of our human brethren 
and children. It would seem to one 
who is at all interested in this subject, 
that physicians and pharmacists to- 
gether should, at least, make a strong 
effort in the direction: indicated by this 
recent legislation,—namely, to apply the 
principles of this law,—which are the 
underlying principles of standardiza- 
tion,—to human tonics, powders, con- 
ditioners, regulators and all so-called 


medicines concealed in attractive car- 


toons and packages, the ingredients of 
which are so concealed as to make it 
practically impossible for even the phar- 
macologist to judge of their merit. 
Both pharmacy and medicine should 
take hold of the subject with courageous 
hands, and by degrees control this traf- 
fic. It is not enough to condemn the 
practice and products of the nostrum 
vender on paper. It is gratifying to re- 
port in connection with this subject that 
the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 


tion is not contemplating the scheme of 


cooperating with the Council of Phar- 
macy and Chemistry of the American 
Medical Society in establishing a labor- 
atory and to determine whether certain 
proprietary medicines are legitimate,— 


whether on the whole the public is bene- 


fited or injured by such ready-made 
medicines, and whether it is possible to 
draw a distinct line of demarkation be- 


tween legitimate and illegitimate rem- 


edies. The settlement of this question 


is in the line of standardization, for the 
broad application and advocating of 


which this paper is presented. 


PACIFIC REFLECTIONS FOR THE 
PACIFIC PHARMACIST.

I saw an article in one of the Jour- 


nals about “Mistakes in Drugstores.” 


I have carefully watched mistakes in 


‘drugstores and‘ found that in most cases, 
neither’ ignorance nor lack of education 
was to blame, but lack of character. 
One of. the best educated Chicago drug- 
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gists in early days killed two children 
by putting up morphine for quinine. 
The father of these children handed the 
druggist a prescription for his sick chil- 
dren. The druggist was one of the 
ablest in the city, but a drunkard. The 
druggist had a jag—and invited the 
father to a drink—before putting up the 
prescription, and with a_ re-enforced 
jag, made the tragic mistake. A drug- 
gist in my native country, with the full 
“Staatsexamen,’ put up two _ prescrip- 
tions, one for tincture of iodine, the 
other for a solution of iodide of potas- 
sium and labeled the iodine tincture for 
“internal” and the iodide of potass. for 
“external use’”—result, a funeral. What 
was the court’s verdict? The poor 
“Staatsexamen” provisor was sentenced 
to study two more Semesters—as if 200 
Semesters were a remedy for such a 
mistake. All of which convinces me 
that character, honesty and good habits 
are worth more to a reliable druggist 
than super-education and learning. The 
old, old contrast of intrinsic versus ma- 
terialistic value. The button of the 
G. A. R. is worth less than a penny, the 
idea is the real value. The American 
flag is worth so much per yard of bunt- 
ing, the idea is so great a noble force 
that Colonel Mulligan when the mortal 
bullet struck him ordered his men— 
“Let me die and save the flag.” The 
iron cross of Germany and the Cordon 
of the French Legion of Honor have 
the same intrinsic value, and I do be- 
lieve that no matter how highly edu- 
cated a pharmacist may be, if he is 
lacking in character, he is below the 
ordinary day laborer of the street who 
does his work well. | 


MILK AND MUNICIPALITIES. 


By WALTER TOWER, A. 8B., J. D., 
of the Michigan Bar. 


The regulation of the milk supply is 
a matter that is of vital interest to all 
of us. To the babies the difference be- 
tween good milk and bad milk is the 
difference between life and death. To 
a great many of us milk and cream 
mean either nourishment or disease ac- 
cording as it is pure or impure. Typhoid 
epidemics have been frequently traced to 


an impure milk supply and tuberculous 


cows spread a dreaded plague to those 
who consume the milk. 

The law his given the weight of its 
authority to the regulation of milk by 
municipal ordinances and state legislative 
enactments. These laws have for their 
purpose not only the safeguarding of the 
milk supply against disease but also the 
separation of all relations between the 
product of the cow and the far-famed 
milkman’s pump. Watered milk has fre- 
quently drawn down the lightnings of the 
law as well as furnished inspiration for 
the professional jokesmith. It was the 
subject of the following diatribe, of which 
a St. Louis judge recently relieved him- 
self in the case of the city against a 
purveyor of diluted milk. 


“Milk,” said the wearer of the er- 
mine, “an object of profound and vigi- 
lant concern to the modern lawmaker, 
has been always part and parcel of the 
daily life, the adages and folklore of 
mankind. For example: We are told not 
to cry over spilt milk—that is not to fret 
over real loss that can’t be helped. The 
Russian has an adage, That which is 
taken in with the milk only goes out with 
the soul—that is, early impressions last 
till death. The Swede has one denoting 
hospitality, viz., When there is milk in 
the can for one, there is milk in the can 
for two. In the phrase, ‘The milk of hu- 
man kindness,’ is expressed the very heart 
and office of that gentle but noble virtue. 
The bard of bards does not hesitate to 
connect milk and philosophy, deeming that 
neither loses dignity by the juxtaposition, 
he speaks of ‘Adversity’s sweet milk, phil- 
osophy.’ All such amiable metaphors, 
saws, similes, associated ideas and folk- 
lore eschew the belittling idea of water in 
milk. Contra, the milk held in mind is 
good milk. I recall but one instance to 
the contrary (seemingly the inadvertence 
of a daring and erratic genius), viz: 


‘Oh Mirth and Innocence! Oh, milk and 
water! 


Ye happy mixtures of more happy days.’ 
Indeed, the universal, primal and spontan- 
eous mental conception we have of milk, 
in the first instance, is that it is unwatered. 
Take one case for example: Milk and 
honey are emblems of pastoral good luck, 
peace and plenty—a large and a goodly 
land. Witness the phrase, A land flowing 
with milk and honey. (Ex. iii. 8; Jer. 
xxxii. 22.) But what a derisive picture 
would rise to harass the imagination by 
use of the phrase, A land flowing with 
watered milk and honey? We think the 


ordinance proceeds on the ‘notion that 
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however much the cow waters her own 


milk in her’own humble and honest way 


(letting nature take her course), the milk- 
man has no right to designedly duplicate 
nature’s gift of water by a furtive gift 


of his own from the barnyard pump. It 


proceeds on the underlying theory that 
it is a fraud, a trick and a veritable cheat 
—contrary to the common law and hence 
of that phase of it known colloquially as 
the ‘square deal’—to sell water, when milk, 
not water, is the commodity dealt in. If 


one is not to get a stone who asks for 


bread, no more (under the spirit of the 
ordinance) is he to get water who asks 
for milk.” 


The regulation of a matter of such gen- 
eral and vital concern. as milk .is properly 
within the province of .the state legisla- 
ture. It is for the legislative power rep- 
resenting the people as a whole to pre- 
scribe the measures that are to safeguard 
the supply. But the legislature may, and 


very frequently does, delegate this power 
to its creature, the municipality; and so 


we find the individual communities sup- 


ported by the courts in their enactment. 


and enforcement of drastic ordinances reg- 
ulating the eee and distribution of 

As these measures entail additional la- 
‘bor and expense on the part of those en- 
gaged in the milk business many of the 
laws have been bitterly opposed in the 
courts, but quite generally, they have 
been sustained. It is now clearly under- 
stood that municipalities having the usual 
powers may license milk dealers and pre- 
vent all unlicensed persons from selling 
milk within the municipality. A reason- 
able license fee may be enacted and the 
health officers may be given the authority 
to issue or withhold licenses; and, unless 
it is shown. that they acted from improper 
motives, their action in refusing to issue 
or in revoking a license, under the author- 
ity of the municipality, will be supported 
by the courts. 

The legislative ‘bodies: may also  pre- 
scribe. laws against adulterations. In- the 
absence of a legal enactment an adulter- 


ant must be unwholesome before action 


can be taken against the parties responsi- 


ble. But modern ‘laws forbid all adulter- 


ants, whether harmless or’ not. ° Under 
these regulations water is an adulterant. 
So any preservatives, or other unnatural 
substances, no matter how harmless, are 
adulterants. 
teration any person who adulterates is 
guilty and may be punished ‘under’ the 
law. - Usually the statutes and ordinances 
also prohibit the sale of adulterated milk 
and under the usual form of the law it is 
not necessary to prove that the dealer 
knew that the milk was adulterated. It 


If the law forbids the adul- 


becomes his duty to see to it that the. 


milk. which he ‘sells is -pure and up to’ 


the standard set by the law, and if he 
does not he is legally liable. Both the 
man who owns the business and the 
servant who. drives the wagon are, in 


general, liable under the law. 


But the laws have gone even further 
than requiring licenses and _ prohibiting 
adulteration. They have regulated the 
conditions under which the. milk is pro- 
duced and transported and prescribed 
standards of richness. Regulations for- 
bidding the sale within. the town of milk 
from cows fed on slops, or brewer’s malt, 
or kept in unsanitary premises have been 
upheld. The defendants in these- cases 
were not allowed to.show that the milk 
was, nevertheless, perfectly wholesome; 
the fact that the law prohibits the sale of 
such milk is final. It is a matter properly 
within the regulation of the law-making 
power. The municipality may also require 
that all cows be subjected to tuberculin 
and other tests, and that no milk be sold 
within the town limits except from tested 
COWS. 

Even though the dealer be licensed and 
his milk come from. properly fed and 
cared for cows, and there be no adultera- 
tion of any kind, the milk may yet‘ be 
barred because it is not up to a required 
standard of richness. A. requirement of 
three per cent. of fat in milk and of twenty 
per cent. of fat in cream has been held 
reasonable, Where the laws provide, the 
health officers may seize without compen- 
sation sufficient quantities of milk to make 
tests. The analysis of competent. authori- 
ties, unless shown to be erroneous, is- 
taken by the courts as the final test as to 
whether the milk in question was up to 
the required standard. Ordinances per- 
mitting the seizure and destruction of all 
milk found to be impure or below the 
required. standards are supported by the 
courts and generally enforced. : 

Of course the municipality may make 
valid regulations governing the measures 
of quantity in use by the dealers. The 
citizens through their legislative represen- 
tatives—be they aldermen or members of 
the village board—may provide these regu- 
lations.as. well as those protecting them 
against impure or weak milk. All but offi- 
cially-tested measures may be barred and 
ordinances not infrequently require that 
milk shall be sold only in bottles or jars 
permanently marked with their capacity. 

If you are a consumer of milk recognize 
your rights. You can compel the enforce- 
ment of the regulations you now have 
and, if they are insufficient, you may do 
much to secure the passage cf acts that 
will be adequate.

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SCIENTIFIC AND PHARMACEUTICAL NOTES 


A MICROSCOPICAL METHOD FOR 
DETERMINING THE QUALITY 
OF MILK. 

As is generally known the quality 
of milk is based upon its fat content. 
The butter fat of good milk ranges 
from 3.50 to 4.00 per cent., a good 
average being 3.75 per cent. It is 
also generally known that milk is 
composed of very minute oil globules 
of uniform size very uniformly dis- 
tributed in a liquid matrix. Further- 
more, milk makes a perfect emulsion 
in all dilutions with water. The pro- 
posed miscroscopical method may be 
outlined as follows: 

1. Make a standard dilution of milk by 
mixing one part of milk with 1000 parts 
of water, shaking thoroughly. A _ one 
c.c, graduated -pipette must be used in 
making the dilutions, wiping the outside 
of the pipette very carefully. After run- 
ning the milk into the 1000 c.c. graduate, 
wash the inside of the pipette into the 
graduate by means of the water used for 
making the dilutions. 

2. Determine the number of globules in 
one c.c. of this dilution by means of the 
Thoma-Zeiss hemacytometer with Turck 
ruling. 

3. Compare the number of oil gloubles 
found with the number that occur in a 
standard dilution of milk having a stand- 
ard amount of fat (3.50 per cent.). The 
quality of the milk varies directly with 
the number of fat globules recorded. 

The method is very simple and can 
be carried out by any one capable of 
making the ordinary blood counts. 
The source of error is no greater than 
in the ordinary chemical methods now 
employed and it is certainly much 
simpler. 


EXTERMINATION OF BACTERIA. 


(No. 5,869, of 1912).—By Eric Langheld, 
47, Marmora Road, Honor Oak, London, 
gentleman.—Bacteria and like microscopic 


organisms can be destroyed by being 


brought into intimate contact with hard 
granular sharp-edged bodies. For this pur- 
pose it is convenient to use a preparation 
containing a pulverulent hard substance of 
such a degree of fineness and of regular 


or homogeneous granulation, that, whilst 
it possesses the property of destroying the 
germs or organisms, it is yet sufficiently 
fine to exert no injurious effect upon the 
adjacent tissue. Of such substances the 
most suitable are kaolin and bolus. In 
order to insure very intimate contact be- 
tween the pulverulent material and the 
bacteria, the kaolin or bolus powder should 
be mixed with oil, fat, soap, liniment, or 
glycerin to form a paste or soap. The 
percentage of powder should be from 60 
to 85. The paste or soap is applied to the 
skin and rubbed in like ordinary cleansing 
soap. For internal destruction of bacteria, 
the powder should be passed into the ali- 
mentary canal in suspension in a liquid. —

CLASH OF THE FOOD LAWS. 

A sharp line is drawn by the Su- 
preme Court between. Federal and 
State food laws in what seems likely 
to be known as “the Wisconsin Karo 
Sirup Case.” In the food trades legal 
experts regard the decision as the 
most important rendered since the 
Pure Food Law was enacted. The 
point at issue was whether packed 
merchandise, labeled in accordance 
with the requirements of the Federal 
statute, should have to be relabeled 
when received into a State whose food 
law differs from the Federal law. The 
Court ruled in favor of the integrity of 
the label of the “original package,” 
holding that the merchandise in litiga- 


‘tion remained in the province of inter- 


state commerce and was consequently 
subject to Federal law. The effect of 


the decision is believed to make void 


the food law of Wisconsin, and prob- 
ably many other States. . 

It seems that a wholesale grocer in 
Chicago shipped to a retailer in Wis- 
consin a box containing tin cans of 
Karo corn sirup, labeled to conform 
with the Federal law. The law of 
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Wisconsin, however, demands a differ- 
ent description or label on: this: prod-

What the 
case decides is this: that where a sale of 
package goods is made direct by somebody 
outside the State to a retailer within, the 
State, any package whatever—tin can or 
catton—is an original package and not 
subject to State law. Therefore any man- 
ufacturer who is tired of conforming to 
different State laws can make himself sub- 
ject to. the Federal law alone by selling 
the retailer direct.”—Literary Digest.

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SHALL WE ABOLISH PATENT 
MEDICINES? 


It would be a good thing for drug- 
gists, so Dr. Harvey W. Wiley is re- 
ported to have said in Idaho some 
weeks ago, if nostrums were taken off 
the market. Says an Idaho newspa- 
per, quoted, but not named, in The 
Druggists’ Circular (New York, 
April) : 

“Dr. Wiley scored the patent-medicine 
drug stores, declaring that he was not 
against the drug business, but was making 
an attempt to put the patent medicines off 
the market, not to hurt the druggists, but 


because they were a detriment to the pub- 
lic health, and if removed from the market 


would prove a benefit to the drug stores:” 


The Circular goes on to say: 


“The newspaper did not agree with the 
doctor. It gave this advice to those who 
were poor and unable to pay physicians’ 
fees: ‘Go to an honest drug store and buy 
the patent medicine known to cure such 
cases as yours.’ The most important thing 
for these poor people to know, however, 
the Idaho paper failed to tell them—that is, 
how they are to know which ‘patent’ medi- 
cine is known.to cure such cases as theirs. 
Presumably the poor people are to ascer- 
tain that by consulting the advertising col- 
umns of the paper. It does not seem to 
occur to the editor of that paper that the 
poor people about whom he is so much 
concerned may be inisled by reading the 
advertisements of ‘patent’ medicines. Pre- 
sumably in his beautiful unsophistication 
he does not know that these advertise- 
ments are written for the purpose of get- 
ting the money from these very people 
who are least able to lose it, the poor and 
sick, 

“We are glad that such editors are grow- 
ing scarcer. Dr. Wiley is right: the re- 
moval of nostrums from the market would 
be a blessing to the drug business.’—Liter- 
ary Digest.

A WOMAN IN PHARMACY.*

Being of Jewish ex- 
traction this poor but respectable family 
were not welcomed in Ellwangen, where 
much race prejudice existed at that time, 
and an attempt was made to prevent him 
entering into business in place. 
Grandfather, who was a scholar, con- 
ducted his own case through correspon- 
dence with the king of Wurttemberg. He 
won his case and was allowed to open 
his restaurant, which received the name 


“Gasthof zum Waldhorn.” 

Jy was born and reared in Cincinnati, 
Ohio, attended the public school, the 
Academy of the Sisters of Notre Dame, 
where a crown for proficiency was award- 
ed me by Archbishop Purcell. Later at- 
tended and graduated from the Cincinnati 
College of Pharmacy of the University of 
Cincinnati, and passed the State Board 
examination at Columbus, Ohio. For the 
sum of $125 I bought the well-equipped 
and only pharmacy in Linwood, Ohio, this 


being the sum of the debt of my prede- 


cessor to the village. My practical ex- 
perience was obtained at my brother’s 
pharmacy in Cincinnati, who in turn had 
his apprenticeship with a German scholar 
and apothecary, William C. Karrman, 
whose bust rests in the Cincinnati public 
library. By dint of thrift and strict econ- 
omy, doing all my own work from bottle 
washing to prescription filling for eight 
vears. I was enabled to save nearly all 
that I made. 

In 1894 I followed my brother to San 
Francisco, where I adopted the same plan 
of economy and am thankful to say that 
I am now in position to enjoy the fruits 
of my labor, which lasted twenty years 


and averaged sixteen hours a day.
